It is not the chief pur- 
pose of the Department ‘of Agricul- 
ture to encourage potato growers to 
use certified seed with a view of ha 
ing crops inspected for certification 
purposes, because every potato grow~ 
er has not the necessary patience and 
time, or suitable location and equip- 
ment, for growing certified seed. The 
object of the Department rather is to 
have growers use the best seed ob- 
tainable for their commercial crop, 
and help to keep down to a minimum 
destructive plant diseases, with their 
resultant serious effect on yields.

Like many other places in the prov- 
ince, the usual pot-holes and sloughs 
have nearly all dried up, and only 
here and there around the district can 
the odd place be found that has with- 
stood. the rather dry season, and they 
are mighty few in number. 

Hungarian partridge are very plen- 
tiful indeed. Prairie chicken appear 
very scarce. 

For the benefit of all those who are 
going to satisfy their itchy trigger 
finger, the following information will 
be interesting and, if digested thor- 
oughly, will save a lot of trouble:

Game Birds Protected 

Ruffed Grouse, Swans, Cranes and 
Pheasants protected.—No person 
shall at any time hunt, shoot at, take 
or kill any Ruffed Grouse, Swans, 
Cranes and Pheasants. 

Bag Limit for Prairie Chicken 

No person shall in any one day 
take more than five sharptailed 
grouse, or in any one season, more 
than twenty-five, except that in the 
northern part of the Province des- 
cribed in Clause (see regulations), 
the number of sharptailed grouse 
which may be taken in any one sea- 
son shall not exceed fifty. 
Open Season for Hungarian Partridge

NEW YORK’S 
KEDNAPPING LAW 


At its recent special session the 
state legislature of New York took 
steps toward the curbing of the more 
serious forms of crime with the pass- 
age, after much discussion, of a bill 
tightening up the provisions of the 
law dealing with kidnapping. 

The most significant provision is 
the imposition of the death penalty, 
at the option of the jury in cases 
where the victim is not returned alive 
or unharmed Framed thus, the law 
provides an opportunity for those 
guilty of the crime of kidnapping to 
escape the maximum penalty and 
likewise seeks to protect the victim 
in cases where the kidnappers fail 
of their purpose in winning ransom. 
The legislators were drawn two ways 
in their desire to impose a heavy 
penalty and also safeguard the kid- 
napped. It remains to be seen whe- 
ther the penalty, as thus framed, will 
prove an effective deterrent. 

A proposal by Governor Lehman to 
make the payment of ransom a felony 
was struck from the bill, being met 
with the contention that juries would 
hardly convict the parents of kidnap- 
ped. children on such a charge. On 
the other hand, the bill makes it a 
felony for relatives or friends to with- 
hold from the authorities any essen- 
tial information in kidnapping cases. 
This, too, may be difficult of enforce- 
ment but it is, at least, a step in the 
right direction. It may help to over- 
come reluctance through fear to give
